General Garland’s opinion in the Dolphin 
case is awakening a g reat deal of interest 
and a g ood deal of unfavorable comment 
That it was Roach’s business to see to it 
that the secretaries of 
the navy suffi­ 
ciently protected the g overnment’s interest 
is imposing upon contractors an amount 
of responsibility 
that never 
has 
been 
imposed upon them in the past, and it will 
deter a g ood many conservative contractors 
from making bids. Two weeks ag o the 
navy 
department received 
bids for a 
seventy -five ton floating derrick. 
Three 
establishments contemplated bidding , but, 
in view 
of 
the 
department’s 
refusal 
to accept the recommendations of the 
advisory board and its inspectors con­ 
cerning 
the 
Dolphin, 
withheld 
their 
proposals, informing the bureau that they 
lid not feel safe in ex pending time and 
money upon work for the g overnment when 
it was subject to reje ction even after the 
g overnment’s own inspector* had reported 
favorably upon the work and material. 
Attorney General Garland’s decision that 
the Dolphin contract was Invalid intro­ 
duces into business with the g overnment 
• risk not dreamed of at the time these 
three parties refused to bid on the derrick. 
Hereafter bidders will have to put their 
fig ures hig h enoug h to insure them ag ainst 
this ne w risk. The secretary of the navy 
enjoy s the reputation of being a pretty g ood 
lawy er, but it does not appear that he ever 
thoug ht tho contract was invalid. 
What he 
asked the attorney g eneral was whether the 
g overnment had a bad barg ain on its hands 
or the contractor had not kept bis ag ree­ 
ment 
A dispatch from New York say s: When 
inq uiries were made of John Roach Monday 
in reg ard to bis future action on

Incendiary Speech at Clev eland. 
Cleveland 
, Ohio, July 14.-A bout 500 
men g athered in the town hall in the Eig ht­ 
eenth ward, Monday afternoon, and William 
J. Gorsuch, of Chicag o, one of the most 
bitter anarchist orators in the country , was 
introduced 
as 
the 
speaker. In beg in­ 
ning 
bis 
address 
he 
stated 
that 
he had been req uested to come here to help 
fig ht the battle of labor. 
He then launched 
into the most incendiary speech ever heard 
here, 
and 
was 
loudly 
cheered. 
He 
advised 
the 
strikers to steal, murder 
and resort to all sort« of violence to accom­ 
plish their end. He counseled them to make 
war ag ainst capitalists, telling them that 
the rich bad no rig ht to own property ; that 
every thing should be owned in common. He 
told them to contiuue their riotous demon­ 
strations and hold their meeting s in the 
most public streets of the city . 
He advised 
them to disreg ard the authorities and tig ht 
their battle to the bitter end. 
Gorsuch said 
he defied the police, the military , and 
the federal authorities 
8hould the po­ 
lice attempt to airest him without a war­ 
rant, be would fig ht like a tig er. Two or 
three policemen were in the hall listening 
to the speech, and when Gorsuch had spoken 
half au hour they walked forward and 
placed him under arrest. 
He made no re­ 
sistance, but accompanied the officers to the 
Central station, where be was locked up on 
the charg e of inciting to commit crime. 
There was no trouble at the mills Monday .

OUR COMMERCE W I TH CANADA. 


The P resident la Fav or of a Broad Treat­ 
m ent of th e Q uestion. 
O tta w a , July 14.—Tho fishery q uestion 
was 
considered by parliamsnt 
Monday 
afternoon. 
Mr. Weldon charg ed the g ov­ 
ernment with dereliction of duty in delay ­ 
ing neg otiation* with a view to securing a 
new treaty . 
He showed the g reat lota that 
would accrue to Canadian fishermen by the 
recent arrang ement by which all fish g oing 
into tho United Htates would have to pay 
heavy duty , while 
Americans were al­ 
lowed to fish in Canadian waters without 
pay ing for the privileg e. 
Sir John Macdonald charg ed Mr. Weldon 
and other members of the opposition with 
having placed in tho heg ds of the Ameri­ 
cana information, 
which would soriousiy 
prejudice any future neg otiations for a new 
treaty . He held that having sounded both 
Blaine and Freling huy aen, he had found 
them both opposed to either arrang ing a 
now fhhing treaty or ex tending the com­ 
mercial relations between the United States 
and 
Canada.

It u really asto nishing at the averaga 
ho tel ho w little the pleasure, o r even the 
actual co mfo rt, o f children is co nsidered. 
They seem, po o r little fo lks, simply to be 
to lerated, no t welco med. 
The mo re strange 
is this since the majo rity o f the peo ple go 
o ut o f to wn in the ho t weather mo re fo r 
the sakes o f their children than their o wn. 
Observe the no tices that hang co nspicu 
o usly in the co rrido rs o f the leading reso rt 
ho uses. 
Nurses and children are warned 
no t to lo iter there. 
The same fo rbidding 
placards are placed in the entrances to the 
parlo rs and receptio n ro o ms. 
Go o utside: 
view fro m the bro ad piazzas the stretch o f 
smo o th lawn. 
No , little feet must no t stay 
there. 
They wo uld so o n tread do wn the 
even grass. 
Their yo uthful spirits must bo 
suppressed o r else rules and regulatio ns are 
bro ken at every turn. 
Po sitively there 
seems to be very few privileges, few ac­ 
co mmo datio ns fo r children at a fashio nable 
summer ho tel, unless we except the spo ts 
that are beyo nd the reach o f “Bo niface’’ and 
his co de o f laws. 
At the seaside there is the beach, but 
there are ho urs thro ugh the day when the 
sun tears do wn with terrible fervo r o n the 
sands. 
There are a few pavilio ns, perhaps, 
but they are apt to be taken po ssessio n o f 
by excursio nists with their lunch baskets, 
aud abo ut the o nly shelter left fo r the little 
o nes is under the beams o f tho se po rtio ns o f 
the piers which extend up the beach. 
In the 
co untry there are the wo o ds and in the 
mo untains there are innumerable co sy no o ks 
sheltered under the ro cks. 
What wo uld the 
children do if nature was no t their friendf 
Anyo ne who has been in the habit o f 
spending the ho t mo nths at o ne o f the po pu­ 
lar reso rts will, I think, agree with me when 
I say that it is mo st exceptio nal fo r the chil­ 
dren to be tho ught o f at all by the ho tel pro ­ 
prieto r, except so far as to enfo rce certain 
regulatio ns which will make them the least 
expense to him. 
I am no t quite sure, but f 
have a vague idea that if the pro prieto r 
co uld, witho ut reaping the whirlwind, refuse 
unreservedly to take children into his ho use 
just as in many instances he do es refuse to 
take pet do gs, he wo uld do it. 
Very rarely is anything go tten up fo r the 
amusement o f the children o ther than the 
so -called juvenile balls,and they are equally 
fo r the pleasure o f the gro wn fo lks who en­ 
jo y seeing the fancy figures danced by the 
little sprites in their dainty co stumes. 
I co ­ 
incide slightly with tho se stern mo ralists 
who lo o k upo n these dances as unwho leso me 
in many ways. 
There is to me so mething 
really pitable in the spectacle o f a child 
dancing a “ pass-seul” in a cro wded, ill-ven­ 
tilated ball ro o m; her shapely little limbs 
fully displayed beneath her sho rt skirts o f 
silk and lace; her baby face flushed with ex­ 
citement; her who le fo rm quivering with 
delight at the no tice she is attracting. 
The 
atmo sphere o f the public ball-ro o m is no t a 
healthy o ne fo r children o f either sex. 
In making my plea fo r the children I am 
aware that the stro ngest argument in the 
premises is that if so me place were set apart 
fo r their fro lics and games the adult guests 
wo uld And their pleasures wo nderfully en­ 
hanced. 
It is well, perhaps, that yo uthfnl 
spirits are no t easily co ntro lled. 
It wo uld 
be a cruel wro ng to crush o ut the natural 
gaiety which belo ngs alo ne to happy, care­ 
less childho o d, to make o f the little o nes de­ 
mure men and wo men years befo re they 
need sho ulder the respo nsibilities o f the 
estates. 
The term “o ld-fashio no i” is ap­ 
plied to tho so small mo rsels o f depo rtment 
seen summer after summer at the ho tels 
and it is no t in the 
least 
co rrectly 
used. 
It is no t an o ld fashio n; it is 
o n entirely mo dern freak 
that 
dresses 
children 
like 
tho ir 
elders and makes 
them their co unterpart in manners and co n­ 
versatio n. 
There are no mo re little girls— 
they are all misses, and they have all the 
fo rmalities o f gro wn peo ple in po lite so ciety, 
even to the extent o f an intro iuctio n being 
necessary 
to make 
them mutually 
ac­ 
quainted. 
They are so well dres-ed that 
they mo ve abo ut cautio usly, fearful o f dis­ 
arranging their draperies and furbelo ws. 
Their speech is studied, their vo ices mo du­ 
lated and a genuine, hearty child’s laugh 
is so mething I have no t ho ard in its spo n­ 
taneity fo r so me time. 
“Do n’t be bo ister­ 
o us” is the chiding. 
As Ihave said, it is 
no t easy to crush a child’s spirit, but it can 
be do ne to this extent. 
The ho tel man is 
no t entirely respo nsible fo r the metamo r­ 
pho se, but it is to meet many o f his views 
that it has been acco mplished. 
With the American small bo y, ho wever, 
it is quite ano ther matter. 
Up to the 
cigarette and cane perio d little effo rt is 
made to restrain him. 
Ho is no isy, he is 
o btrusive, ho is ro ugh; yes, he is all that, 
but he is delightfully natural at the same 
time up to a certain po int, and that po int 
co mes with a strange suddenness. 
We pat 
the bo istero us yo uth o n the head o ne sum­ 
mer in the vain attempt to quiet him, aud 
the next he appears befo re us altered, sub­ 
dued, dressed to a nicety, tiny cane in hand, 
cigarette in mo uth. Ah, me, the fo lly bo y 
has changed iu a brief mo nth into the bur­ 
lesque o f a man. 
Sho rt-skirted little girls 
are alto gether beneath his no tice. 
He is an 
extremist. 
The wo man who pr*-esses un­ 
to ld fascinatio n fo r him no w is o kl eno ugh 
to l>e his mo ther, and he lavishes his funny 
little attentio ns upo n her, blind to the smiles 
he is pro vo king. 
Befo re he reaches this 
to -be-pitied stage I admire while yet I have 
a ho rro r o f the small bo y. 
I kno w very 
well that while he is yelling like an Indian, 
making me think that life in a tio iler-ho use 
wo uld be preferable to o ne ho ur in his so 
eiety, that it is all an evideno e o f sturdy 
health, and that there is the making o f a 
man in him even in these dude days. When 
1 co ntract him—all ro ugh and no isy as he is 
— with hi4 smaller sister, mo ving abo ut se­ 
dately in her stiffened skirts, I canno t but 
no te the difference, canno t but co ndemn the 
rigid scho o l in which she is being educated. 
She. to o , o ught to be running aro und sho ut­ 
ing and giving us all bad headaches, in­ 
stead o f sitting and anticipating days o f 
dignity that co me all to o so o n; and there 
co mes to me a certain little prayer that the 
man o f JswUh faith o ffers dally, thanking 
Go d that h t was bo rn a man. 
There are two skies to every questio n, o f 
co urse and it is, I grant yo u, terrible when 
yo u go up stairs fo r yo ur after-bath nap fo r 
the small bo y to make the co rrido r o utside 
rear ro m a raceco urse. 
It is almo st 


and we likewise may be ex cused fo r o bject 
ing to his play ing “ ho rse-car,” mo no po lizing 
all the chairs and space o n the po rches. 
But, ho nestly , what is the small bo y to do !

ttJnele Bill's New Yo rk Letter.] 
Art prcfeesses do indeed chango radically. 
Twenty years ago the illustratio ns fo r jo ur­ 
nals and magazines were made by men who 
wo rked regularly o n wages. 
They were 
hired and treated as mechanics, and they 
labo red their eight o r ten ho urs a day at 
benches o n the publishers premises o n tasks 
set 
fo r them metho dically. 
Naturally, 
no thing In that system tended to bring o ut 
o riginality. 
The pictures were po o r eno ugh, 
us can be seen by lo o king back at o ld files 
o f the publicatio ns. There was a wo o den 
unifo rmity o f barely passable results. 
The 
Kume usages ho ld in so me establishments, 
but a co mplete change has been wro ught in 
the two o r three co ncerns whence the best 
illustrated perio dicals were issued. 
Hardly 
any drawing is do ne by regular emplo yes o r 
in the sho ps. 
Tho o riginals o f the pictures (tho se no t 
sto len fro m so me fo reign so urce) are the 
co nceptio ns o f genuine artists here and them 
thro ugho ut the co untry. 
It has co me to be 
kno wn by these men tlmt a striking piece o f 
wo rk, whether in paint, crayo n, pen and 
ink, o r what no t, can po ssibly be so ld fo r re­ 
pro ductio n by engravers. 
Tho pro duct-» o f 
the studio s are thus submitted in great 
numbers, to be paid fo r if bo ught, and re­ 
turned it no t available; and the co nsequence 
is that high merit is co mmo n, and abso lute 
genius no t who lly absent in the picto rial 
prints o f the )>resent clay. 
A gro wing prac­ 
tice is fo r an autho r and an artist to co m­ 
bine their taleuts in ino jcing the matter fo r 
a magazine article and then submit tho net 
result to a publisher, in readiness to lie 
printed. 
In the>e cases a no velty o f idea is 
the quality that gets preference. 
In examining the art department o f a
